CULTURE  The  seed  before 
planting  should  be  well  soaked  in 
lake  warm  water  and  allowed  to  re- 
main until  cool.  Sow  in  the  early 
Spring  after  all  danger  of  frost  is 
past  in  rows  about  one  foot  apart, 
preferably  on  well  drained  bottom 
land  or  rich  loamy  soil.  Cover  ivith 

2 inches  of  soil  firmly  pressed 
down.  When  the  plants  are  ivell  up, 
thin  to  about  1 inch  apart  and  cul- 
tivate frequently.  After  the  first  year 
transplant  into  permanent  beds  thor- 
oughly trenched  two  feet  in  depth. 
Set  the  plants  in  rows  2 feet  apart 
and  18  inches  apart  in  the  rows. 
The  roots  should  be  well  spread 
and  should  be  covered  only  2 or 

3 inches  and  filled  in  as  the  plants 
grow.  No  cutting  should  be  made 
until  the  next  year.  Asparagus  from 
seed  does  not  always  come  true  to 
name. 


1001 —  Washington,  the  New  Rist-Resisting  Aspara- 
gus. The  new  pedigreed  rust-resistant  variety  was  bred 
up  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  co- 
operating with  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  Experi- 
ment Station  covering  a period  of  fourteen  years.  Wash- 
ington and  Palmetto  Asparagus  planted  this  spring, 
side  by  side,  we  find  the  Washington  has  made  double 
the  growth  over  the  Palmetto.  Seed  planted  April  15th 
has  attained  a growth  of  4%  feet.  Pkt.,  10c;  oz.,  30c; 
14  -lb.,  90c;  lb.,  $3.00. 

1002 —  Palmetto.  Of  southern  origin;  a very  desirable, 
bright  green  Asparagus.

CULTURE — About  the  first  of  May,  if  the  ground  is  perfectly 
warm,  select  a warm,  dry,  sheltered  spot,  dig  and  manure  slight- 
ly; make  drills  2 inches  deep  and  18  inches  to  2 feet  apart; 
drop  the  beans  3 inches  apart  in  the  drills,  and  cover  not  more 
than  2 inches  deep.  Hoe  well  in  dry  weather  to  keep  down  the 
iveeds.  Sow  every  two  weeks  for  a succession.  One  quart  to  100 
feet  of  drill;  one  bushel  to  the  acre  in  drills. 

DWARF  OR  BUSH — YELLOW  PODDED 
When  ordering  Beans  by  mail,  add  to  cover  postage. 

1010 —  Prolific  Black  Wax  (Pencil  Pod).  An  improve- 
ment on  the  old  Black  Wax  or  Butter  Bean.  Very  vig- 
orous and  prolific;  pods  fairly  long,  golden-yellow, 
very  brittle,  and  stringless;  seed  black  Pkt.,  10c;  lb., 
30c;  10  lbs.,  $2.50. 

101 1—  -Improved  Golden  Wax.  One  of  the  most  popu- 
lar garden  varieties  in  cultivation.  Pods  are  long,  near- 
ly straight,  broad  and  flat,  and  golden-yellow;  seed 
white,  more  or  less  covered  with  two  shades  of  purplish 
red.  Pkt.,  10c;  lb.,  30c;  10  lbs.,  $2.50. 

1012 —  Davis  Kidney  Wax.  The  most  hardy  and  pro- 
ductive wax  bean.  The  pods  are  long,  white,  straight, 
crisp  and  tender.

For  canning  this  is 
unexcelled  on  account  of  purity  of  the  pod  and  bean. 
It  is  a remarkably  good  variety  for  shipping;  seed  white, 
and  on  this  account  is  desirable  for  a shelled  bean  in 
winter.  Pkt.,  10c;  lb.,  30c;  10  lbs.,  $2.50. 

1013 —  Wardell’s  Kidney  Wax.  A hardy,  strong  grow- 
ing vine,  handsome,  long  podded  variety.  A few  days 
later  than  Golden  Wax;  pods  long,  golden-yellow,  brit- 
tle and  entirely  stringless;  seeds  white,  with  dark  mark- 
ings about  the  eye.

CULTURE — Sow  2%  or  3 pounds  of  seed  per  acre,  as  early 
in  the  season  as  the  ground  can  be  put  into  proper  condition, 
using  some  good  fertilizer  such  as  our  Special  Onion  Fertilizer, 
or  manure  supplemented  with  Bone  Meal,  Muriate  of  Potash, 
and  in  some  cases  Nitrate  of  Soda,  the  latter  often  being  used 
after  the  plants  are  up,  while  the  other  fertilizers  are  worked 
into  the  soil  before  the  seed  is  sown. 

Thorough  clean  cultivation  and  thinning  during  the  growing 
season  is  necessary. 

In  the  Fall  the  tops  of  the  Onions  will  naturally  fall  to  the 
ground  and  shrivel  up  and  the  roots  let  go  their  grip  on  the 
soil,  then  the  Onions  should  be  lifted  and  allowed  to  dry  off  for 
a day  or  two  before  storing  away.  If  the  weather  remains  too  wet 
to  dry  off  in  the  fields,  the  Onions  may  be  put  under  open  sheds 
for  a while  where  there  is  a good  circulation  of  air. 

In  case  the  tops  do  not  die  naturally,  they  may  be  broken 
down  and  so  cause  the  bulbs  to  ripen  quicker  but  such  Onions 
will  not  make  good  keeping  bulbs,  and  should  be  disposed  of  as 
soon  as  possible.

Reports  come  to  us  from  many  growers,  often  because  of  extraordinary  successes  but  more  frequently  the  failures 
are  reported,  and  it  is  up  to  the  seedsman  to  know  the  cause  of  such  failures.  Here  are  some  of  the  causes. 


SOIL

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FLOWER 

CULTURE — Cultural  directions  are  printed  on  the  back  of 
nearly  all  packets.  Flowers  usually  succeed  best  in  a sandy  loam, 
made  rich  with  well-rotted  manure,  which  should  be  made  fine 
and  thoroughly  mixed  ivith  the  soil.  A soil  thus  prepared  will  re- 
main moist  and  loose,  so  that  flower  seeds,  which  are  generally 
small  and  delicate,  tvill  germinate  and  grow  ivith  vigor. 

After  the  plants  are  up  they  require  plenty  of  air  and  mois- 
ture, but  they  must  not  be  too  wet  or  they  will  “damp  off.” 
When  large  enough  to  transplant,  put  them  in  boxes  or  pots, 
giving  them  plenty  of  room,  then  when  the  ground  is  warm 
enough  to  put  them  outside,  each  plant  will  have  a nice  clump 
of  roots.  But  if  they  are  left  inside  and  are  close  together,  they 

INFORMATION  THAT  WILL  AID 

Annuals  bloom  and  ripen  the  first  year  and  then  they 
perish.  Many  annuals  in  warm  climates,  or  when  taken 
in,  or  protected  during  Winter,  become  perennial,  with 
short  lives. 

Hardy  Annuals,  Biennials  and  Perennials  can  be  sown 
in  open  ground  early  in  the  Spring  if  desired,  and  Hardy 
Biennials  and  Perennials  do  not  require  any  protection 
in  winter. 

Perennials  flower  several  years  in  succession. 

Biennials  do  not  generally  flower  the  first  year,  and 
are  in  their  perfection  the  second  year. 

Half-Hardy  Annuals,  Biennials  and  Perennials  should 
not  be  sown  in  open  ground  until  settled  warm  weather, 


CULTURE 

will  be  weak  and  will  not  thrive. 

A common  mistake  with  flower,  as  well  as  other  seeds,  is 
planting  too  deep.  A good  rule  is  to  plant  the  same  depth  as  the 
thickness  of  the  seed,  and  always  press  the  soil  down  firmly,  tis 
this  helps  the  seed  to  secure  a firm  hold  and  also  retains  the 
moisture. 

A hotbed  or  cold  frame  is  very  convenient  to  start  seeds  in,  as 
the  temperature  and  moisture  can  be  so  regulated  as  to  make 
their  germination  and  rapid  growth  more  certain.  Most  seeds 
do  well  if  sown  in  boxes  in  a sunny  window  in  the  house. 

Plants  are  usually  ready  to  be  transplanted  when  they  have 
made  a groivth  of  two  inches. 

IN  SELECTION  OF  FLOWERS 

though  they  can  be  sown  in  the  house,  if  desired,  early, 
and  afterwards  transplanted.  The  two  latter  need  to  be 
protected  in  Winter,  or  carried  over  until  Spring  in 
cold  frames  or  greenhouses. 

Flower  seeds  that  are  easy  to  grow  under  the  proper  condi- 
tions of  heat  and  moisture  will  often  fail  when  these  conditions 
cannot  be  controlled. 

We  use  the  following  abbreviations:  “li”  for  hardy, 
that  it — the  ability  to  withstand  frost  without  injury; 
“hh”  for  half-hardy;  “t”  tender,  the  least  frost  will  kill 
it;  “A”  for  annual,  or  lasting  for  one  year  only;  “B” 
for  biennial,  or  two-year  plants — these  flower  6 to  10 
months  after  sowing;  “P”  for  perennial;  “hA”  would 
be  hardy  annual,  etc.

CULTURE — First  and  most  important,  plant  as  early  in  the 
spring  as  the  conditions  will  permit.  Seeds  should  be  sown  at 
the  rate  of  one  ounce  to  15  feet.  Make  a trench  about  3 or  4 
inches  deep,  planting  seeds  in  the  bottom  about  2 inches  deep, 
pressing  the  soil  firmly.  After  the  plants  are  well  up,  thin  to  4 
or  5 inches  apart  and  draw  the  soil  around  them  until  the  trench 
is  filled  above  the  level.  This  gives  a depth  to  the  roots,  preserv- 
ing the  moisture.  Keep  the  ground  well  worked  and  water  if 
needed,  an  occasional  soaking  down  being  better  than  a daily 
sprinkling.  Keep  the  floivers  cut  close  and  a pruning  of  the  tips 
of  the  vines  will  also  aid  in  prolonging  the  season  of  bloom  and 
insuring  better  flowers. 

FALL  GROWING  OF  SWEET  PEAS 
On  ivcll  drained  soils  fall  planting  of  Sweet  Peas  brings 
greater  satisfaction  to  the  grower  by  producing  larger  blossoms 
on  longer  stems  and  through  a longer  season  starting  two  or 
more  weeks  earlier. 

In  early  October  plant  in  trenches  8 to  10  inches  deep,  cov- 
ering 2 inches  putting  on  more  earth  as  peas  grow.

Main  Frame — Main  frame  is  made  of 
channel  steel,  in  the  form  of  a yoke, 
with  both  front  and  rear  ends  bolted 
solidly  together,  to  which  is  bolted  the 
main  axle  bearings  and  other  parts  of  the 
planter. 

Drive  Wheels — Drive  wheels  are  40  in- 
ches in  diameter  with  4-inch  concave 
tires  and  have  a tread  of  35  inches.  The 
wide,  concave  tires  prevent  the  wheels 
from  sinking  in  soft  ground  or  slipping 
on  hillsides.  Both  wheels  are  provided 
with  ratchets  for  driving  the  main  axle, 
which  prevents  side  draft  or  extra  strain 
on  either  wheel.

The  intermediate  shaft  also 
is  provided  with  roller  bearings  and,  as 
all  the  power  for  driving  the  planting 
mechanism  passes  through  these  bearings, 
it  assures  light  draft. 

Hopper — Potato  hopper  is  placed  at  the 
front  end  of  the  planter,  and  is  provided 
with  an  agitator,  which  prevents  the  po- 
tatoes bridging.  Hopper  is  made  of  sheet 
steel  with  reinforced  top,  making  it  rigid 
and  durable.  The  hopper  holds  about  two 
and  one-half  bushels,  and  is  low  down 
for  easy  handling  of  seed. 

Positive  Feed  Wheel — A feed  wheel  is 
placed  in  the  rear  of  the  potato  hopper 
for  proper  handling  of  the  seed  to  the 
picking  chamber.  This  wheel  elevates  the  potatoes  to  the 
picking  chamber.  The  speed  of  this  wheel  is  under  the 
control  of  the  operator,  so  that  the  right  amount  of  seed 
is  in  the  picking  chamber,  thus  preventing  the  flooding  of 
the  picking  chamber. 

Picking  Chamber — The  picking  chamber  bolts  solid  to  the 
main  frame  and  extends  below  the  axle  and  picker  arms, 
and  is  provided  with  concaves  to  properly  hold  the  seed 
for  the  pickers.  Adjusting  springs  are  provided  to  give 
these  the  right  pressure  on  the  seed  to  get  the  best  results. 

Accuracy — Three  things  are  very  important  to  the  ac- 
curacy of  a potato  planter:  First,  the  right  amount  of  po- 
tatoes in  the  picking  chamber.  Second,  concave  spring  ad- 
justment, right  for  the  size  of  the  seed.  Third,  picker  points 


right.  Ail  or  these  features  are  embraced  in  the  “Hoover,” 
as  the  whole  planting  operation  is  in  direct  view  of  the 
operator,  thus  permitting  him  to  observe  at  once  any  ad- 
justment necessary  to  the  concave  springs  or  pickers  and 
which  concave  or  picker  that  needs  the  adjusting.

NOTE — At  the  present  price  of  fertilizer,  the  value  is  much 
greater. 

The  ideal  way  to  preserve  manure  in  order  to  prevent  waste  is 
to  spread  while  in  a fresh  state  directly  on  the  land.  When  that 
is  done,  there  is  no  loss  from  leaching  or  evaporation,  and  very 
little  from  ivashing. 

When  conditions  prevent  the  farmer  from  hauling  it  direct  to 
the  fields,  he  should  use  care  to  prevent  losses.  Manure  wastes 
in  two  ways — leaching  and  evaporation.
